If the land has been recently plowed 
it should be worked down firm before 
sowing, always sow on a well settled 
seed bed. Old clover, alfalfa, beet or 
bean fields make good seed beds for 
grasses. Do not plow or disc such land; 
smooth it out with a spike-tooth har- 
row and firm it with a good packing 
tool, then sow the seed. 

Sow all grass seed shallow. Broadcast 
seed on top of the ground and harrow 
in lightly. Grass seed will not germ- 
inate if sown too deep. Grass seeds 
require plenty of moisture when first 
sown to insure a good stand.
